problems, Sinco Roman coins were 
found in places along the probable road 
from Italy to the neighbourhood of 
Danizio it has become evident to all

‘arus bas quite recently been deter- 
miued by Professor Mommseu, through 
the discovery of s quautity of cone 
temporaneous Roman coins in the 
neighbourhood of the Teutoburger 
‘Wald. The news uow brought to us in 
the letter of one Peking Corresponde: 
published in this morning's issue, ac- 
cording to which a umber of Roman 
coius have been found in the Chinese 
Province of Shansi, promises to become

It will in the firet instance 
bo necessary, to prove the fact to the 
satisfaction vf the acieutific world, 
to state whev, where, and by whom 
the coins were found; whether they 
wore lying all at the same spot, or in 
Gifferent plooes ; aud no trouble should 
‘bo spared to estal these matters of 
fact 60 a8 to avoid doubts aud useli 
discussions, which may not always 
suoceed in being refated so thoroughly 
a8 has been the doubt as to the genuine-

FOND FOR THE RELIEF OF THE HOMELESS POOR. 

















(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

‘The following report has been presented 
to the subscribers to the Fund for the 
Roliof of the Homeless Puor, together with 
a statement of accounts 

«The place secured for the Refuge was a 
building previously occupied as a dwelling- 
hons, in the west part of the City, south 
of the Four Mouun A red post and 
lantern wero set up as landmarks, and 
theso apeedily became well ugh: 
out the City. ‘The numbers of inmate 
averaged about thirty, almost all of 
were of the most helpless classes of sick, 
lame, and blind.
